While forecasts of better prices 
for farm products are common these 
days the attitude of the farm popula 
tion is one of rather hopeless res- 
ignation, For several years now 
they have tried to hope in the face 
of continually declining prices. Con- 
ditions generally are a great deal 
worse than many. people recognize 
and the fact is that farm people 
simply will not be able to go on 
with uneconomic production very 
much longer. 

The consumers of the world ap- 
parently fail to realize that at least 
the past two crops have been pro- 
duced at terrific financial losses. 
The farmers have been paying the 
eonsumers for the privilege of pro- 
ducing food. This cannot go on 
forever! zThe farmerg ag a group 
have practically lost their credit. 
They are now on a cash basis and 
with extremely little cash available. 

The fact is apparent that unless 
prices do improve materially there 
is likely*to be drastic curtailment 
of acreage. An actual food short- 
age may deyelop because farming 
cannot be carried on without ex- 
pense or capital.

Planting 

With a few exceptions, and these 
are mentioned in any good catalogue 
shrubbery, trees and ornamental 
vineg are planted in the spring just 
as soon as possible. The sooner 
their roots are covered with soil 
the better even if this means simp- 
ly planting them temporarily in a 
shallow trench. Especially when 
near a new house where the earth 
is largely barren stuff thrown out 
of the cellar excavation, some good 
soil and a little fertilizer should be 
added and it ig also important to 
water thoroughly for a week or two.

A Gig Vegetable Garden 

On every farm and in most of the 
larger town lots ag well, the vege- 
table garden is going to be greatly 
extended this year. And why not, 
for ag J. A. Clark of the Dominion 
Experimental Farms says, “A good 
garden will save money, improve 
the health of the family and provide 
more real pleasure than any other 
acre on the farm.” For those who 
are planning to devote considerable 
ground to this enterprise, Mr. Clark 
advise, selecting a piece of warm 
rather light soil, handy to the build- 
ings and laying it out in 100 foot 
rows for horse cultivation.
